TEAM NOTES AGAINST TORONTO FC 

• The Revolution is 6-4-7 all-time against Toronto FC, including 1-0-0 this season. 

• This is the second straight year in which the two sides will meet three times and the 
season in the eight-year series that the teams will meet three times 

• The Revolution is just 1 -2-5 on the road against Toronto FC, though the one win 
came earlier this season ... the win on May 3 snapped a streak of three straight ties 
between the two sides at BMO Field. 

• New England is 5-2-2 all-time at home against TFC 

• The two sides will meet in their regular season finale at Gillette Stadium on October 
25. 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST TORONTO FC 

• Andy Dorman has a team-best three goals against Toronto FC while Shalrie Joseph 
and Diego Fagundez each have scored two goals against TFC. 

• Teal Bunbury, Charlie Davies, Patrick Mullins, Lee Nguyen and Chris Tierney have 
also scored once against Toronto. 

• Tierney also has a team-best three assists against Toronto FC, while Joseph has 
two. 

• Daigo Kobayashi and Kelyn Rowe are the only other current Revolution players with 
an assist against TFC. 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 2-2-1 in five all-time appearances against TFC, including the 
2-1 win earlier this year... he has allowed five goals in those five games and aver¬ 
ages two saves per game with one shutout 

LAST MEETING 

New England 2, Toronto FC 1 

May 3,2014 - BMO Field (Toronto, Ontario, Canada) 

Lee Nguyen’s succesful penalty kick in the 82nd minute gave the Revs their first ever win 
over Toronto FC at BMO Field and lifted them into first place in the Eastern Conference. 
Toronto FC went ahead in the sixth minute, when a long drive by Jackson deflected off of 
A.J. Soares and beat Bobby Shuttleworth inside the near post. The Revs leveled the score 
in the 24th minute when Daigo Kobayashi picked of a TFC defender’s pass and found 
Revs rookie Patrick Mullins, who scored his first professional goal on a shot from 20 yards 
out. The teams came out of the break playing a back-and-forth, entertaining second half, 
but New England was awarded a penalty kick in the 82nd minute when Toronto’s Doneil 
Henry handled a shot from Mullins. Lee Nguyen converted his third penalty kick of the sea¬ 
son, putting New England ahead for good and giving the club their second straight victory.

NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION AT TORONTO FC 


TEAM NOTES 


AGAINST TORONTO FC 

Saturday's game at BMO Field will be the 18th all-time regular season meeting between the 
Revolution and Toronto FC and the second of three this season ... New England is 6-4-7 
all-time against TFC, though they are just 1-2-5 on the road at BMO Field with the lone win 
coming earlier this season on May 3 ... the teams will close the three-game season series on 
October 25 at Gillette Stadium. 

LOOKING FOR TWO STRAIGHT IN NORTH OF THE BORDER 

The New England Revolution will return to Toronto for the second and final time during the 
2014 regular season this weekend to take on Toronto FC ... on May 3, in the first meeting of 
the year, Patrick Mullins and Lee Nguyen scored on either side of halftime to erase an early 
1-0 deficit and claim a 2-1 victory... that win was New England’s first-ever win at BMO Field 
after going 0-2-5 away to Toronto since the start of the 2007 season. 

Saturday's game is the second of four that the club has scheduled in Canada this season with 
an October 11 trip to Montreal remaining on the calendar... all-time, the Revolution are 10-9-9 
against the three Canadian clubs in MLS, though they are only 3-5-6 when playing in Canada. 

COACHES RENEW ON-FIELD RIVALRY 

No current Revolution players have ever played for Toronto FC and no Toronto players have 
ever played for New England ... however, the two clubs’ head coaches have faced one 
another on the field on nine occasions with TFC head coach Ryan Nelsen going 5-4-0 as 
a player with D.C. United when facing Jay Heaps, who played for the Miami Fusion before 
joining the Revolution in 2001... for his career, Heaps played seven times agianst Toronto, tal¬ 
lying two assists while going 3-1-3 ... Nelsen faced the Revolution in 10 MLS regular-season 
games, going 7-3-0 with two goals and an assist, all of which came on June 8,2002 in a 3-2 
United win. 

PLAYOFF PICTURE REMAINS TIGHT 

The Revolution enters Saturday’s game tied for sixth place in the Eastern Conference with 30 
points from a 9-12-3 record, one point behind New York for the fifth and final playoff berth ... 
the Revs are tied with Philadelphia, which also has 30 points, although they have played one 
more game than the Revs and have a bye this weekend ... including Saturday’s game against 
Toronto FC, the Revs have six games remaining against the five teams that they are chasing 
and four games left against the teams that are below them in the standings ... New England is 
3-4-0 this season against the current top five teams in the Eastern Conference (D.C., Kansas 
City, Toronto, Columbus, New York) and 2-5-1 against the rest of the conference (Philadelphia, 
Chicago, Houston and Montreal)... on the season, the Revolution is 5-9-1 against the Eastern 
Conference, which includes a road victory over this weekend’s opponent, Toronto FC. 

TEN GAMES LEFT 

The Revolution enters the final week of August with 10 games remaining in the 2014 MLS 
regular season ... the Revs are currently in sixth place in the East, one point back of fifth and 
the final playoff spot... each of the club’s final 10 regular season games are against Eastern 
Conference foes, including a pair of games against Columbus, Montreal, Sporting Kansas City 
and Toronto FC, as well as single matches against Chicago and Houston ... the Revs are 2-4- 
1 against the six teams remaining on their schedule, having beaten Sporting Kansas City and 
Toronto FC earlier this season, playing to a 1-1 draw with Chicago on April 19 and dropping 
games to Chicago, Columbus, Houston and Montreal. 

BACK ON THE ROAD 

Saturday's game against Toronto FC will be the Revolution’s first game away from Gillette 
Stadium since August 2 when they traveled to Red Bull Arena to face New York... since that 
game, the Revs have played a pair of home games: a 1-1 draw with Portland on August 16 
and a 1-0 win over Chivas USA last weekend. 

After returning from Toronto, New England will play its next three games at home - facing 
Sporting Kansas City, Chicago and Montreal - before returning to the road on September 20 
to face the Crew in Columbus ... between August 16 and September 13, the Revs will play six 
regular-season games, including five home games ... however, the road trip to Columbus will 
begin a run of four games in five that the Revs will play away from home ... during that stretch, 
they’ll visit Kansas City, Montreal and Houston - in addition to Columbus - before closing out 
the regular season at home against Toronto FC on October 25. 

DONE AGAINST THE WEST 

Last weekend’s 1-0 win over Chivas USA was New England’s final game of the season 
against the Western Conference ... the Revs finished the season with a 4-3-2 record against 
the nine western clubs, including a 3-0-2 record at Gillette Stadium ... this is the second time 
in three seasons under head coach Jay Heaps that the Revolution have finished the year un¬ 
defeated at home against the West... Heaps is 10-10-8 all-time against Western Conference 
opposition, including an 8-2-4 record at Gillette Stadium. 


JERMAINE JONES ARRIVES 

Jermaine Jones, one of the U.S. National Team’s stand-out performers at the 2014 FIFA 
World Cup this summer, joined the Revs as a Designated Player on Sunday via a blind draw 
conducted by MLS ... Jones, 32, comes to play in the U.S. after a 14-year career in Europe ... 
born in Germany and raised in Chicago, Mississippi and Germany, Jones played most of his 
professional career in Germany with Eintracht Frankfurt, Bayer Leverkusen and FC Schalke 
04, in addition to stints with England’s Blackburn Rovers and, most recently, Turkey's Besiktas 
.... Jones debuted with the U.S. National Team in October 2010 and has earned 46 caps, while 
scoring three goals ... he was one of the breakout stars for the U.S. in Brazil and played every 
minute of the United States’ four matches in the 2014 FIFA World Cup, scoring a spectacular 
goal in the 2-2 draw with Portugal... Jones trained with his new team for the first time on 
Tuesday before his formal presentation. 

CASTILLION SIGNS, AWAITS PI VISA 

The Revolution completed the signing of 23-year-old Geoffrey Castillion, former Dutch youth 
international, on Monday ... Castillion last played for NEC Nijmegen in the Dutch Eredivisie, 
appearing in nine games and scoring twice while on loan to the club from Ajax ... a native of 
Amsterdam, Castillion is a product of the famed Ajax Youth Academy and made his first-team 
debut for the in March 2011 ... he has also spent time on loan with RKC Waalwijk, scoring 
seven times in 33 games in all competitions, and Heracles Almelo, where he scored four times 
in 33 appearances for the club’s first team while adding 13 goals in just 12 appearances for the 
Heracles reserves ... last season, Castillion split his time between the Ajax reserves and NEC 
in the Eredivisie ... he spent the first half of the season with Ajax, making six appearances and 
scoring one goal with the reserves before joining NEC on loan in January 2014 ... he scored 
twice in seven league appearances for NEC while also making a pair of substitute appearanc¬ 
es for the club in the quarterfinals and the semifinals of the Dutch Cup ... Castillion also played 
for the Netherlands at the Under-17, Under-18 and Under-19 levels ... he was a member of the 
Dutch team that reached the semifinals of the 2008 UEFA Under-17 Championship, scoring 
two of the Netherlands' four goals in the competition. 

REVOLUTION ROSTER NOW FULL 

With Castillion’s signing, the Revolution’s roster now sits at 30 active players ... that total 
includes three players, Jossimar Sanchez, Luis Soffner and Alec Sundly, who are currently on 
loan to the Rochester Rhinos and are expected to return at the end of the Rhinos’ season ... 
Honduran orward Jerry Bengston joined Belgrano of the Argentine First Division on a year-long 
loan late last month and is not currently on the Revs’ roster. 

ANOTHER GAME-WINNER FOR NGUYEN 

Lee Nguyen scored his team-best ninth goal of the season last Saturday against Chivas USA, 
extending his best scoring season in MLS ... Nguyen entered the 2014 MLS season with 
nine goals in 63 regular season games and has now matched that total in just 22 games this 
season ... four of Nguyen's nine goals this season have been game-winners, tying him for fifth 
in MLS this season in game-winning goals ... only Houston’s Will Bruin, Toronto's Jermaine 
Defoe, Kansas City's Dorn Dwyer and LA’s Gyasi Zardes have more game-winning goals than 
Nguyen, with each recording five on the year... no other Revolution player has more than one 
game-winning goal on the year... Nguyen scored the second of his four game-winners against 
Toronto FC on May 3 with an 82nd-minute penalty kick... that was his first-ever goal against 
TFC. 

“NGUYENNING” = WINNING 

Lee Nguyen leads the Revolution with nine goals this season, giving him five more tallies than 
Diego Fagundez and Patrick Mullins, each of whom have four goals on the season ... in ad¬ 
dition to leading the team in scoring, Nguyen has set a new personal single-season best total 
with nine goals ... the Revolution is 6-1-1 this season when Nguyen scores a goal, including 
last weekend's 1 -0 win over Chivas USA... he is now tied for 10th place in club history with 
18 goals all-time for the club and tied for eighth place in club history with two multi-goal games 
... with one more goal this season, Nguyen will become the 10th different player in Revolution 
history to record 10 or more goals in a single season and it would be the 16th double-digit goal 
tally in Revolution history. 

NGUYEN IN SOLO COMPANY 

Lee Nguyen's nine goals are tied for 12th-most in MLS and he is the only full-time midfielder 
to score more than seven goals this seaosn across the league ... of the top 18 goal-scorers 
in MLS this year - all players with eight or more goals -17 play at least part of the time as a 
forward, except Nguyen. 

THREE-WAY TIE FOR ASSIST LEAD 

Daigo Kobayashi was credited with one of the two assists on Lee Nguyen's second half 
game-winner against Chivas USA last weekend, giving him four assists on the season ... that 
matches his total from the 2013 season - his first in MLS - when he recorded two goals and 
four assists in 30 games with Vancouver... Kobayashi is now tied with Diego Fagundez and 
Teal Bunbury for the team lead in assists ... The Revs are a perfect 4-0-0 when Kobayashi re- 
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cords an assist, including the 2-1 win over Toronto FC at BMO Field on May 3 ... New England 
is 3-0-1 when Fagundez has an assist and 3-1-0 when Bunbury does. 

TAYLOR DEBUTS 

Tony Taylor made his Revolution and MLS debut last weekend against Chivas USA, coming on 
for Charlie Davies in the 81st minute ... he was acquired by New England on August 18 via a 
weighted lottery and trained with the club for the first time on August 21 ... in his nine minutes 
on the field, the 25-year-old had five touches and completed all three passes ... he came to 
the Revs having played the last four years in Europe with G.D. Estoril Praia (Portugal), Atletico 
Clube Portugal (Portugal) and, most recently, Omonia Nikosia (Cyprus)... he has 80 career 
club appearances in all competitions, scoring 15 goals ... a member of the U.S. Under-20 team 
at the 2009 FIFA U-20 World Cup in Egypt, he appeared 11 times for the U.S. U20s, scoring 
two goals and adding four assists. 

A CLEAN SWEEP FOR SHUTTLEWORTH 

Bobby Shuttleworth made four saves last weekend against Chivas USA to earn his sixth shut¬ 
out of the season and help the Revs claim a 1-0 win ... on the heels of his performance, the 
sixth-year goalkeeper was named to the MLS team of the week by all three major online outlets 
that name a team each week ... MLSSoccer.com, Sl.com’s Planet Futbol and Soccer by Ives 
all selected Shuttleworth as the top goalkeeper in Week 24 after he made four saves - one in 
the first half and three in the second half - to claim the win and extend Chivas USA's goal-less 
streak to 456 minutes. 

SHUTTLEWORTH APPROACHING AND PASSING CAREER-BESTS 

Shuttleworth eclipsed a number of personal career-highs last weekend against Chivas USA, 
equaling his record for starts in a season with 22 while setting new records for wins, saves 
and shots faced ... the 27-year-old has eight wins on the year, which is one more than his 
previous best (7, 2013) and his 67 saves have surpassed his previous best mark of 64 in 2013 
... this season, Shuttleworth has faced 103 shots, seven more than he faced a year ago ... 
against Chivas USA, he posted his sixth shutout of the season, giving him 19 for his career 
... he is three shy of his best season mark (9), which he also set last season ... Shuttleworth 
is now one appearance shy of matching his career-high for appearances in a season while 
his 65 career games played for the club are the second-most in club history.. he surpassed 
Jeff Causey, who played 64 games in goal for the club from 1997-2001, for sole possesion 
of second place last weekend ... Matt Reis leads all Revolution goalkeepers with 254 career 
appearances for the club.

Saturday's win over Chivas USA was the first time this season in which the Revs had won a 
game in which they had fewer than 10 shots or fewer than four shots on goal... it was also the 
first win in which the opposition had more shots on goal than New England did. 

IT TOOK TWO TO WIN UNTIL NOW 

Last Saturday’s win over Chivas USA was the first time this season that the Revolution won a 
game in which they scored fewer than two goals ... prior to that game, New England had been 
8-0-0 when scoring two or more goals and 0-12-3 when scoring one or fewer... the win over 
Chivas USA was the Revs’ sixth shutout of the year... the Revs are now 5-0-1 when posting 
a shutout, compared to 0-7-1 in the eight games in which they have been shut out... New 
England has scored at least once in each of the last five games, going 2-2-1 in that time while 
keeping two clean sheets. 

SCORE FIRST AND GOOD THINGS WILL COME 

The Revolution is 8-1-1 when scoring the first goal of a game this season and has done so in 
each of the last four games, going 2-1-1 in those matches ... before New York came back to 
beat the Revs at Red Bull Arena on Aug. 2, New England was the only team in the league with 
a perfect record when striking first... scoring first is so important in MLS that every team in the 
league has a winning percentage of .500 or higher when scoring first. 

FALL BEHIND EARLY MAKES IT A LONG ROAD BACK 

While the Revs have proven that scoring first is the means to a win, they’ve also proven that 
allowing the first goal means it’s much more difficult to earn a point... New England is just 


1- 11-1 when allowing the first goal this season, with the only points coming at Toronto FC (a 

2- 1 win on May 3 after falling behind 1-0) and a 1-1 draw at Chicago on April 19 after falling 
behind 1-0)... in fact, in every match in the team’s eight-game losing streak from May 31 to 
July 26, the Revs surrendered the game’s first goal... FC Dallas is the only team in MLS this 
season to win as many games as it loses (3-3-3) when falling behind 1-0. 

THREE FOR ALL 

Of the 30 players on the Revolution roster, just three have appeared in all 24 matches this 
season, and two of them are in their first year playing in New England ... Teal Bunbury, Diego 
Fagundez and Daigo Kobayashi have all appeared in the first 24 matches of the season with 
Bunbury and Fagundez each starting 22, while Kobayashi has started 16 ... Bunbury is in his 
first season with the Revs after coming to the team via a trade from Kansas City in February, 
while Kobayashi joined New England in February from a trade with Vancouver... no New Eng¬ 
land player has started all 24 matches, nor has a player played every minute of the season ... 
Andrew Farrell and A.J. Soares are tied for the team-lead with 23 games started, while Andrew 
Farrell leads the way with 2,070 minutes played this season. 

CORNER KICKS ADDING UP... 

The Revolution leads MLS in corner kicks with 155 on the season, 13 more than the second- 
place club, the Colorado Rapids ... on July 26 against Columbus, the Revs tied a club record 
with 15 corner kicks, and have averaged more than eight corners per game in the last 13 
matches, dating back to May 24 agianst D.C. United ... Kelyn Rowe has taken a team-high 60 
corners, while Chris Tierney (41), Lee Nguyen (25) and Daigo Kobayashi (18) rank behind him 
... Columbus forward Federico Higuain leads MLS with 104 corner kicks this season, but no 
Revolution players rank in the league’s top 10. 

... BUT STILL JUST ONE GOAL TO SHOW 

Despite those MLS-best 155 corner kicks, the Revs have scored just once this season diretcly 
from a corner... that came on July 26 against Columbus when A.J. Soares scored his second 
goal of the season, heading a Kelyn Rowe corner-kick service in at the near post to tie the 
score at 1-1. 

THREE TRYING TO SHOW GOOD BEHAVIOR 

The Revolution currently have three players on Good Behavior watch after picking up their 
fourth yellow cards of the season in recent games: Scott Caldwell, A.J. Soares and Chris 
Tierney ... Caldwell picked up his fourth yellow card at New York on Aug. 2, and after not 
being booked agianst Portland or Chivas USA, is now one clean game away from having one 
caution expunged from his record ... Soares was shown his fourth caution of the season last 
weekend against Chivas USA and has three games to go without being cautioned in order 
to have one removed from his season total... Tierney picked up his fourth yellow card of the 
season at FC Dallas on July 19, and was not booked a week later against Columbus, though 
he was forced to exit that game in the 21 st minute with a left knee injury and is listed as Out 
on the club’s official injury report... he remains two games shy of achieving the good behavior 
incentive. 

DORMAN ELIGIBLE TO COME OFF THE DISABLED LIST 

Andy Dorman suffered a sprained right medial collateral ligament (MCL) in the Revs’ 1-0 
loss against Chicago on July 12 in a collision with Bakary Soumare ... he was placed on the 
Disabled List on July 15, and has missed the last seven games ... while he is now eligible to 
come off the Disabled List at any time, he has yet to return to full training and is again listed as 
Out on the club’s official Injury Report... it was announced at the time of his injury almost six 
weeks ago that he is expected to need 10-12 weeks in order to fully heal and return to action. 

FARRELL STILL FINDING HIS SPOT 

After being selected with the No. 1 overall pick in the 2013 MLS SuperDraft, Andrew Farrell 
was heralded as one of the top defensive prospects in MLS ... after a stand-out rookie season, 
he has played equally as well if not better in his second season with the club while spending 
time at both right back and center back... Farrell, who played all of his minutes in 32 matches 
at right back last year, has split his time between the right side and the center of the Revolution 
defense in 2014 with nine starts at center back and 14 starts at right back... he’s been named 
to MLSSoccer.com’s Team of the Week three times already this season - once as a right 
back and twice as a center back - and leads the club with 2,070 minutes played this season 
... no other player has played more than 2,000 minutes and he is the only regular Revolution 
defender who has not been cautioned this season. 
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BACK FOUR IN FLUX THIS SEASON 

So far this season, seven different defenders have seen time along the Revs’ backline and Jay 
Heaps has used nine different starting four-man groupings in MLS matches:

Rookie Steve Neumann has made a team-high 15 substitute appearances this season for the 
Revs, and ranks second in MLS in total substitute appearances this year... after he made his 
MLS debut as a substitute on April 5 at D.C. United , he appeared in 12 straight games as a 
second-half sub between April 19 and July 16 ... he made his first career start at Dallas on July 
19 and was also in the starting lineup on August 2 away at New York.

YES, FAGUNDEZ IS STILL A TEENAGER 

Despite still being a teenager, Diego Fagundez is now in his fourth year as a member of the 
Revs ... Fagundez, who turned 19 on Feb. 14, had a career year in 2013, scoring 13 goals 
(to tie for fifth in MLS) to lead the club in scoring while adding seven assists... the Leominster, 
Mass., product was also voted team MVP ... his 13 goals last season all came from the run 
of play, and marked the highest season goal total for a teenager in MLS history ... the only 
teenager in MLS history to score 10 or more goals in one season, Fagundez now has 21 goals 
in his career and holds the league record for goal scoring by a teenager: 


ATTENDANCE RISING AHEAD OF LEAGUE PACE 

So far this season, the Revolution’s attendance is pacing far ahead of 2013’s attendance 
through 12 games with the club raising its attendance by 12.5 percent... the Revs average 
15,342 fans at Gillette Stadium this year - ahead of the club’s average of 13,635 through 12 
games in 2013 ... this season, the Revs can claim MLS’ fourth-highest attendance growth 
rate so far, behind San Jose (20.9%, which includes a match at Levi’s Stadium), D.C ... United 
(19.4%) and Toronto FC (16.2%) through the same number of home games a year ago.

ROCHESTER AFFILIATION RENEWED 

The Revolution and the Rochester Rhinos (USL PRO) have renewed their partnership that 
makes the Rhinos the official USL PRO affiliate of the Revolution ... this is the second year 
of the teams' affiliation and is one of the founding partnerships of the MLS and USL PRO 
relationship that launched in 2013 to help further the development of professional soccer in the 
U.S. and Canada ... the agreement calls for the Revolution to loan a minimum of four players 
to the Rhinos for the season ... Rochester head coach Bob Lilley joined the Revolution in 
Bradenton, Fla., for a part of its 12-day training camp to observe players and collaborate with 
the Revolution coaches ... the Rhinos are currently in seventh place in the USL PRO standings 
with two regular season games remaining ... the top eight teams qualify for the postseason, 
which start the second weekend of September

FAGUNDEZ CLIMBING THE REVOLUTION SCORING CHARTS 

With 21 career goals, Diego Fagundez ranks ninth all-time in Revolution history... he entered 
the season with 17 goals - tied for 10th on the club with Andy Dorman - but his two goal effort 
against Seattle on May 11 jumped him over Raul Diaz Arce for ninth place ... Fagundez, who 
graduated high school from Goodrich Academy in Fitchburg, Mass, on June 5, has also been 
an opportunistic scorer as his seven game-winning goals leave him tied with Kheli Dube for the 
seventh most in club history... the 19-year-old is two goals shy of tying Imad Baba for eighth 
place, three goals shy of Wolde Harris in seventh place and four goals shy of Clint Dempsey, 
who ranks sixth with 25 goals for the club. 

BENGTSON LOANED FOR THE YEAR 

On July 25, the Revs loaned forward Jerry Bengtson to Argentine First Division club Belgrano, 
where he’ll remain until the end of the loan on June 30, 2015 ... Bengtson joined the Revolu¬ 
tion on July 5, 2012, as a designated player from Honduras’ CD Motagua. He has made 36 ap¬ 
pearances for the club, starting 23 games and scoring four times, including one goal in seven 
regular season appearances this season ... a member of the Honduran national team, he 
started all three of Honduras’ matches at the 2014 FIFA World Cup in Brazil, and has scored 
19 goals in 47 appearances for his country. 


#OURFRIENDCLYDE 

Former Revolution midfielder Clyde Simms retired from professional soccer in early 2014 
because of his battle with kidney disease ... while he was one of MLS’ most consistent players 
for nine seasons during his time with D.C. United and the Revs, kidney disease ended Simms’ 
career that also included one cap for the U.S. National Team ... Clyde’s disease - Focal Seg¬ 
mental Glomerulosclerosis (FSGS) - has now progressed to the point that he needs a kidney 
transplant... the usual waiting time for a suitable kidney match is about four years, and many 
people on the waiting list don’t have that long before needing to go on dialysis - including 
Simms ... Simms also recently opened an indoor cycling studio in Dedham, Mass. - Rev’d In¬ 
door Cycling - of which Simms is a co-owner and a certified indoor cycling instructor... people 
interested in donating a kidney first need to contact a donation center and be tested ... to be 
tested to see if you are a match to help Clyde - or other people waiting for a kidney match - 
please contact Massachusetts General Hospital's Living Donor Program at (617) 643-7193 ...

NEW MLS AND U.S. SOCCER TV DEAL ANNOUNCED 

Major League Soccer and U.S. Soccer announced a new television and media rights 
partnerships with ESPN, FOX Sports and Univision Deportes on May 12, reaching eight-year 
agreements with the networks to televise MLS and U.S. Soccer matches in the U.S. through 
the end of 2022 ... the deal includes designated days for nationally-televised league matches, 
including Fridays on Univision’s family of networks, and Sunday with 5 p.m. ET kickoffs on 
ESPN's networks and 7 p.m. ET kickoffs on Fox’s channels ... the league's digital streaming 
out-of-market package will also move to the WatchESPN platform. 
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FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 


Long before the sewing of the American flag as 
we know it -- before there were the United States, 
and hundreds of years before its slightly-altered 
stars and stripes emerged on the Revolution club 
badge - a flag of a different design was fbwn 
proudly in the early colonies that now comprise 
New England. 


Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s 
depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill featured a 

red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the New England colonies. 
While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, over time, the design stood out as a 
symbol of honor for the territory. 



It was a reflection of unification. It’s fbwn as an homage to the region’s pride and passion. 


No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag of New 
England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s inception in 1996. 


With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag of New Eng¬ 
land now adorns the Revolution’s uniforms - both as testament to the region’s revolutionary history, 
and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 


Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the most mean¬ 
ingful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives in honor on the back of 
every New England Revolution jersey. 


Sitting above the players’ last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded that the 
club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to proudly represent the 
historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the supporters onto the field, each and 
every game.
